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MR. PATEL'S TRENCHENT FIGHT FOR UNRESERVED AMNESTY.

; DELHI, February 24. 

A meeting of the Imperial Legislative Council was held 
to-day Sir Claude Hill presiding. Mr, Chanda moved that 
early steps be taken for the creation of the appointment of a 
High Commissioner for India in London and his office, and 
that full cofittderation be given to the claims of Indians to 
the appointments created in this conneciion. Mr. Chanda 
said that a similar resolution was moved by Mr. Khaparde in 
1919 but the Government did not accept It. Mr. K. C. Roy 
in his evidence before the Joint Parliamentary Commitee 


made it clear that there was a real 
necessity for a High Commissioner for 
India in London. Fortunately the matter was now 


beyond the siage of discussion and deliberation, for not only 
had the Joint Committee made a similar recommendation 
but the matter had now found a place in the statue. It was 
clear therefore what the Government of India would not 
accept in 1918 for lack of initiative and prospective was now 
embodied in the Government of India Act. 
safe for the Government now to follow the practice of the 
Dominions regarding the appoinunent of à High Commis- 
sioner, In the case of the Dominions a representative in the 
form of a High Commissioner was a person born and bred 
up in,the dominion with the respit. that he could do greatest 
good possible to the: benefit of his motherland. Obviously 
therefore the place being of great distinctica ii would be 
better to try to make it a real and effective Indian organisa- 
tion by the consideration of the claims of Indians to fill that 


post. 
Mr. Khaparde. 


' Mr. Khaparde said:—It was a matter of satisfaction to 
him that the resolution he moved at Simla had cropped up 
again...It was accepted now as was evident. from the Joint 
Committee's report that a High Commissioner would be 
appointed, Ie urged forthe appointment of an agent 
general but there was not much difference between the two, 
Whathe insisted was that the appointment should uot 
only be held by an Indian, but also the establishment should 
be Indian. It would be a condition precedent that the holder 
.of the appointment should spend sometimes in the Govern- 
ment of India Secretariat. 


Mr. Patel. 


Mr. Patel doubted whether it would bean advantage to have 
a High Commissioner in London.so longas he was controlled 
bx the Government of India and not by the people. It was 
doubtful whether he would reflect the trend of opinion in 
this country, But now thata High Commissioner was an 
accomplished fact, he would support Mr. Chanda's: motion. 


Sir William Marris, 


Sir William Marrisreplying on behalf of the Governmentto 
Mr. Chanda's resolution. regarding the High Commissioner 
appointment said that this was a case in which they had 
not got a plan now thoroughly thought out in detail, 
although they had a definite idea of its nature and its func- 
tions, The time for the creation of the office ‘was by no 
means far, but they had not quite reached that point. The 
speaker referred to Mr. Khaparde's resolution of 1918, and 
said although it was not accepted then, every one felt much 
sympathy with it. The Crew Committee had drawn a de- 
marcation between the administrative and political duties 
of the India Office and they thought this step was acceptable 
‘to the Indian public opinion, They further recommended 
direct control of the stores department in the India Office to 
. an Agent General. So long as the Secretary of State ang the 
Parliament retained responsibility for Indian affairs, it was 
obvious that this distinction between the functions of the 
India Office and the stores department must be made. The 
position of the Government of India was to pursue this 
policy andmake the appointment as desired, but at this 
actual moment the stores committee was in session consider- 
ing-what arrangements should be made to purchase stores 
in India and in England. As soon as they advised as 
to what steps were . to be taken it would be the 
time for the Government of India to take up this matter of 
the appointment of a High Commissioner. The Government 
was therefore perfectly willing to give an undertaking that 
this question would be considered and it went without saying 
that the further question raised bythe Hon'ble members 
motion, namely the claims of Indians, would receive fullest 
consideration. He therefore \ccepled the motion with the 
reservation mentioned. The regalution was put to the 
Council and accepted. 
Mr. Sinha. 


"M:. Sinha withdrew the resolution of which he gave notices, 
to the effect that orders be passed without further delay on the 
recommendations of the public Services Commission relating 
to various provincial services. He said when he gave notice 
the orders of the Secretary of State were not received, but 
yesterday, in reply to a question. Sir William Vincent said 
that orders had been issued to Local Governments. In view

His Majesty's Government was 
the introduction of responsible government in India and in 
order that the policy might be inaugurated successfully it 
was absolutely indispensable that the officials and the people 
of India must work together for the common end. To bring 
about this co-operation all traces of bitterness between the 
Governmeut officers and the people should be removed, 
Colonel Wedgewood made it clear in the House of Commons 
two days before the publication of the Royal Proclamation 
what India needed vitally was not so much 
the reform act but the repeal of  ceriain 
repressive acts and grant of general amnesty to 
the . political offenders. Now that His Majesty 


“had been pleased to proclaim a general amnesty, the 


Government should give unreserved amnesty ; Release here 
and reduction there and commutation of sentence in other 
cases would not solve the difficulty. All traces of bitterness 
should be obliterated and not reduced. -They must have 
clean slate to work upon under the changed conditions. 
Taking ! up figures from different provinces Mr. Patel showed 
that many victims were still rotting in jails. 
Ifthe speaker were an adviser of the Viceroy 
he would certainly advise the head of the 
Government to be liberal in this respect. The political 
prisoners were all honest men. All . these 
prisoners would be ready to co-operate with the Government 
Mr. Horniman's case was still hanging in the balance. 
Hundreds of people were still under security in Peshawar. 
Some Local Governments like thatof Burma had been 
generous in the scale of amnesty while others had been 
reserved, The question should not beleftto be discretion 
of each Local Government. The Viceroy should himself 
direct all amnesty on an equal scale in each province. 


Mr. Khaparde. 


Mr. Khaparde in supporting the resolution referred to thY 


case of Savarkar Brothers which was eminentl® 
suited for consideration for amnesty. TheY 
have been -in the Andamans since 1909 and 


the offence of one of them (the elderly one) was for writing 
a poem which was considered to be seditious. The speaker 
next referred to the case of young Savarkar who was arrest- 
ed in Marseilles and said that both these brothers should be 
released more especially because they both applied in 1918 
for release and promised to become law abiding. But these 
persons had not been released as yet. These and several 
cases had not apparently been brought to the proper notice 
ofthe Government and he hoped that atleast now they 


would be released. 
Mr. Sinha. 


Mr. Sinha supported the resolution and hoped that the 
Viceroy would exercise Royal clemency as freely as possible, 


Mr. Iyengar. 
Mr. Iyengar in supporting said that the Government 


suculd not be logical ‘to narrowness and should excuse the 
political offenders still in jail. England need not be afraid. 


Discussion on Mr. Patel’s Resolution Re: 


Amnesty. 


Mr. Macqherson on behalf of the Government said he was 
authorised by His Excellency to say that he had no objec- 
tion to accep: the resolution if it was presented purely as a 
recommendation of a general nature for mercy, but the 
speaker doubted if His Excellency would acceptit if there 
was any insinuation that the Royal proclamation had been 
disobeyed. For his own part he was bound to say that the 
resolution was something of a superfluity because the direc- 
tion of His Majesty had received the fullest compliance and 
the most generous interpretation from His Excellency. 
In Bengal in 1919, 538 persons had been released including 
513 under the Defence of India Act. In the Punjab, 534 
persons were released including 467, whose cases lay under 
the ingress of India ordinance. These figures referred not to 
those convicted of offences during March and April distur- 
bances, but to thosebefore that, including Gadhar conspiracy, 
In other provinces there was less of violence to record, but 
on the whole the number released under several ordinance’ 
Acts etc.. were 1210. Besides this, des relief had been 
given to persons convicted in the Punjab Disturbances. 
Patna High Court and justice 
Chaevis of the Lahore High Court had cunch:.ded the inquiry 
into the case of those who had been sefenced by martial 
law courts and martial law commission. 99 persons in the 
former and 24, in the latter category were recommended for 
release and further about 323 had been released by Sir 
Edward Maclaggan before the amnesty was proclaimed thus 


-bringing the total number in the Punjab to 330. The policy 


of conciliation and forgiveness was the accepted policy of the 


Government of India before the message 
of clemency was proclaimed and Mr.  Machpersoa 
therefore denied the base insinuation which 
appeared in certain quarters that the 


message of clemency was something that was forced upona 
reluctant Government by a masterful Secretary of State. On 
the contrary the Royal message was framed after due con- 
sultatíon with the Government of India and the general 
principles contained in it had their full concurrence. The 
Royal clemency has been extended to political offenders in 
the fullest measures compatible wiih public safety. No one 
was more anxious than His Excellency that thenew era which 


‘had been ushered into -existence should begin under the most 
favourable ra ns and that the political atmosphere should: 


be purged of all traces of bitterness, 


x 


Limitation to the Scope of the Message. 


There were however limitations to the scope of the 
message which was not and had never been intended to bean 
open sesame that would let loose into public every person 
however dangerous, however unrepentent and his crimes 
however remo:e from things political. It was never the 
intention of His Majesty that under the amnesty indulgence 
should be extended to persons who ‘under the guise of politi- 
cal excitement had committed serious crimes of violence 
such as murder, arson, etc., Many of the prisoners had 


openly declared that if they were released 
they would rekindle ihe members of anarchism. 
It would therefore be an act of criminal folly 


on the part of the Government to let loose these microbes 
of anarchist movements. They wanted no reign of red terror 
in India. The Royal proclamation had no applica:íon to 
non-poliiical offenders who had been convic.ed under the 
Defence of India Act to such persons as Shahabad riot case 
prisoners in Behar or Katarpur riot case prisoners in United 
Provinces. It was misreading of the werds in the proclama- 
tion to think’ that they applied to all cases 
under the offences against the s:aic or under 
special or emergency legislation. The offence 
for which they were suffering imprisonment 
were for the most part offences under ihe Indian Penal 
Code, against private individuals. His Excellency had 
travelled far beyond the Jetter of the Roval Proclamation 
and that was in releasing several! of the offenders other than 
state offenders convicted of disturbances in March and April 
1919. The total number of persons convicted in connection 
with the disturbances was 1779 of whom 712 had served 
their sentences up to the first January, 241 were released under 
orders passed before: 92 on recommendation of Local 
Government, 638 under amnesty aud 96 from Indian Jails. 
In view of the serious character of the disturbances 
and many brutal deeds of violence which were committed in 
the Punjab, the Council would now recognise the generous 
nature of the recommendations made by the Lt. Governor of 
that Province to give utmost possible effect to the Procla- 
mation. Sir Edward Maclagan had also recommended and 
behalf of those conv Èd in Gadhr conspiracy the immedi- 
ate release of 45 and they were released while cases of seven 
others were still under consideration. In the case of 
Bombay equal measures of indulgence had been extended 
and in all 72 had been released and seniences of 19 had been 
materially reduced. 


Total Number of Persons Benefitted from 
mnesty. 


Therefore taking India as a whole the total number of 
persons benefitted from the amnesty were 1235. Govern- 
ment were quite willing to examine the papers of any indivi- 
dual cases and give their best consideration if they were 
brought before them but this was not thetime to go into 
cases of individuals referred to by Mr. Khaparde and others. 
The Bengal Goverment had similarly gone into the papers of 
some and released fifteen who had been connected with 
dangerous revolutionary activities. As soon as it appeared ta 
the Government of India, that an individual could be released 
without danger to public  saíeiy His Excellency 
would be ready to extend the Royal clemency to that person. 
(hear hear). 


Need for Recipracity. 


Speaking on the need for reciprocity, Mr. Macpherson 
made an appeal to non-official members io urge upon those 
who had received the benefit of amnesty and others with 
whom they would come in contact, direct or indirect, or over 
whom they might have influence of any sort, the need for 
moderation, The Council was well aware of the generosity 
which His Excellency as well as the Local. Government 
showed towards certain well known leaders,to persons like 
Dr. Satyapal, Dr. Kichlew, and to the Ali Brothers. Many 
would admit that the response to this genorosity was not 
very gratifying. The gentlemen in question after they were! 
released went to Amritsar and there distinguished themselve: 
by making speeches calculated 10 promote hatred of Gov. 
ernment, butthere wasa gradually increasing indicatior 
that the Royal clemency had uot been in vain, 


Mr. S. N. Bannerjee. 


Mr. S. N. Bannerjee congratulated Mr. Macpherson oi 
ihe highly conciliatory siatement. He was sure there ws 
not the slightest - insinuation meant in Mr. Patel’ 
resolution so far as the question of  clemenc: 
was concerned. He had no doubt that the Government o! 
India must have been consulted for whick they deservea 
the gratitude of the ^ people. He enquired whether 
Barendra Kumar Ghose was released or not. 


Sir William! Vinccent. 
Sir William Vincent said:—Barundra Kumar Ghose hes 
been released and is now in Calcutta, 
Mr. Bannerjee.: 2 


Mr. Bannerjeej—1] am grateful for the information. 
Proceeding Mr. Bannerjee hoped that other men concerned 
in the Mainkiolacase and Alipore bomb case would also 


receive consideration. He pointed out that the 
case of  Arabindo Kumar Ghose was deserving 
of consideration and it would be meet to. extend 


amnesty to him. Mr. Banerjee congratulated. Mr.' Patel: 
on his resolution which resulted in -eliciting 
a most conciliatory. statement from the Home ' Secretary.

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This statement would certainly allay public opinion outside. 
He again congratulated the Government of India on its 
attitude and urged a further consideration of deserving cases. 


Mr. Patel. 


Mr, Patel replying said there was not one word of object 
ionable nature ‘in the speeches delivered by Ali Brotbers 
and others in question. 1f the Government ;expected that 
they should in future not take any part in further reform and

not agitate for grievances being redressed, 
then Mr. Patel was really very sorry. They 
were ‘told that some degree of clemency had been 


exercised in the Punjab, but that was not correct because. 
there were alarge majority who ~ were still in jail. In 
Bengal 54 offenders had been released and there were still 37 
in Jail, He was sorry also io hear that the Royal Proclama- 
tion was nothing more or nothing less than an announcement 
of policy advocated by the Government of India. The 
Indians wanted proclamations to come spontaneously from 
the heart of the King Emperor, and the speaker was there- 
fore sorry to hear that attempts had | been made to mitigate 
its grace. . + 
Resolution Accepted. 


Mr. Macpherson in winding up the debate pointed out 
certain inaccuracies in the figures quoied by Mc. Patel. 
The resolution was accepted, 


Recruitment of Provincial Services. 


After Mr. Patel’s resolution onthe Royal Clemency was 
accepted Mr, Sinha moved that this Council recommends the 
Governor Generalin Council that he may be pleased to 
cancel rule 6 of rules recently promulgated for the guidance 
of Local Governments in framing rules for the recruitment 
of Provincial services (Executive'and Judicial) and so to amend 
rule 8 thava barrister of England or Ireland or a member of 
the Faculty of Advocates in Scotland of not 
less than five years standing may be eligible for direct 
appoin ment to offices on higher gradesoí Provincial Civil 
Services. The point was that as the qualifications for the 
High Court Judge and Chief Justice was only a standing of 
five years, there was no reason whya ten years standing 
should be required in the case of barristers to be appointed 
to Provincial Civil Services. 


Mr. Sinha. 


Mr. Sinha said.—The Home Secretary had told him that 
the rule which he wanted to be modified was — in existence 
since 1910. That might be, but as it was being acted upon 
even now. There was no reason why objectionable clauses 
should not be modified or amended. He objected tothe 
appointment of non-domiciled Europeans in Provincial 
Service. 


Sir William Vincent. 


Sir William Vincent replying said the rule which the 
mover sought to modify had been there for the last ten years 
and noi a single complaint had been received to show that it 
operated unfairly, The rule at present directing the ap- 
pointment of non-domiciled Europeans in provincial services 
was rather a ‘imitation on such appointments. Moreover 

- the question of appointment to Provincial services was 
clearly one which would very shortly be delegated of course 
with some limitations to be decided hereafter, to Local Gov- 
ernmen:s and in view of that the Government of India did 
not think it fit ac present to take up the question. 


. Resolution Withdrawn, 


Mr. Sinha withdraw the resolution. Before Council rose 
for lunch, Sir Claude Hill any faced that the next two 
identical resolutions on the agenda, one by Mr. Chanda and 
the other by Mr. Patel relating to the appoiutment of a 
commitiee to examine draft rules. etc., under the Govern- 
ment of India Act, and advise generally on matters connected 
with the reforms were not open to, discussion under rule 
25-1 and therefore Mr. Sarma's resolution on restrictions 
on gold imports would be takeniup after lunch. 

Mr. Patel:—afay I just rise to explain. 

Sir Claude HillÓ—1am afraid tou cannot, 

The Council adjourned for lunch. 


Removal of Restrictions on Gold 
Imports into India. 


Or the Council reassembling after lunch Mr. Sarma 
moved that gold imports into India be freed from all restric- 
tions. He said that owing to the resirictions of war India 
was denied absolute freedom to import gold. In 1919 the 
number of notes printed was 122 crores and 142 crores of 
rupees in shape of coin were absorbed. It was curious that 
India did not get asmuch gold as she was entitled to 
get. The Indain currency committee had!strictly emphasised, 
that India must be allowed to get a return for ner goods 
in whatsoever shape her people liked. — Why 
should — ther asked the speaker, artificial res- 
trictions be placed upon import of gold which led during 
the year 1918 to such a very small import. The measures 
that were adopted during the war were absolutely detriment- 
alto the interests of. India. Moreover, India was placed in 
ajvery anamolous position. Price of sovereign for the 
purposes of Indian trade was calculated at Rs. 15 while in 
the outside world sovereign stood far less than ten rupees. 
The fact was that Indian Government had levied a heavy 
tax of 40 per cent on Indian taxpapers and he believed that 
this was absolutely unjustified. This indirect 
iaxeuon divectly put Indians undera great disadvantage 
compared with ihe outside world. According to ihe 
conditions prevailing to-day it was obvious that any man who 
would send money outof India would reap more benefit 
than one would buy gold in India. ‘This apparent discrepancy 
in the positicn of the raerchanis ough: not be pushed furiher 
and this partiality of treatment should be put -an end to. The 
whole difficutty in factarose from the Government persistence 
to control import, An argument had often been brought. 
forward that if the Government wereto allow all existing 
restrictions to be cancelled it would give’ a shock to other 
countries, ‘That argument was altogether 
paseless. India ought. to be allowed indirectly 

.fo trade wih the United States and Japan and 
for auy of hes exper. she should be allowed to be paid in any 
coin se demanded. What happened usually was that gold 
due iv India from other countries was intercepted by the Go- 
verament and silver or paper money was given to India in 
piace of gold, This position was certainly | de.rimental to 
indis's interests. The average price of Jewellery worn by 
women in European countries was far more than that of the 
ornamenis worn by Indian women. India. at 
present has the grievance of not being 
allowed io absorb as much gold as she was 
entiled to. There was absolutely no danger of India tres- 
passing the limits and absorbing more than her due, Mr- 
Sarma pointed out that is resolution embodied the unanimous 
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wishes of the people. He strongly emphasised the need for 
acceptance by the Government the report of the Currency 
Committee on that point. ; హి f A

Sir Fazulbhoy Currimbhoy in supporting the  resulutión 
said that their demand would be backed by the whole strength 
of their economic position. The United States was now the 
chief exporting centreand for long years would remain 
so and imher:trade relations with that — country. India 
wasin “an  exceplionally strong position. There was 
normally a heavy balance of trade in India’s favour. It re- 


mained to be seen how far.the improvement would be main- | 


tained with restoration of normal conditions of productions 
and shipment in the belligerent countries of Europe, and 
establishment of trade relations with enemy countries. It 
was not fair to India to restrict her gold imports on the plea 
of need of conservation of worlds stock of gold for legitimate 
purposes of currency. The. fact could not be emphasised. 
too much that India had been wrongly and unjustly described 


as the "sink of gold.” Sir Babington Smiths Com- 
mittee had found that Indian demand for gold 
was not excessive. Sir Stanley Reed in his able 


memorandum before that committee exposed the unsound- 


ness of the contention. The Government was making profit |: 


of forty per cent to forty five per cent. upon these transac- 
tions. This heavy profit was paid by the people and was an 
indirect taxation for which there was no justification. 


Mr. Crum. - i 


Mr. Crum was not prepared to ‘support the resolution 
without hearing the Government’s-point of view. .He 
however entirely agreed with Mr. Sarma and Sir Fazulbhoy 
Currimbhoy about India's right of free import of-gold. Jf- 
India wanted to be paid in gold she certainly ought to be paid 
in gold currency. The committee had acceptec this point but 
previous speakers had made light of the effect of absolute 
free import of gold into India on the reverse council bills. 
On the principle they wereall agreed that India should be al- 
lowed to have import of gold and silver ias freely as she 


required. 
Mr. Hailey. ~ 


Mr. Hailey speaking on Mr. : Sarma's resolution on gold 
imports said that he:was very much interested to hear the case 
presented by Mr. Sarma to the preparation of which the 
latter had devoted.a great deal of independent 'study. He 
fully sympathised with’ the point of view taken up by Sir 


Fazulbhov and knew how Strongly ^ Indians 
felt in the matter. At the same  .time. 
he pointed  outihe difference ‘that existed between

‘Government of India might have used arguments that India 
had a thirst for gold and thatits cravings for it were un- 
reasonable and unsuitable. It might also have been argued 
that gold was imporied for purposes of hoarding, but the 
Chamberlain Commission had deprecated the use of gold 
currency a7d :he recent Currency Committees report was also 
tothe same efiect. The conclusion of the Government 
therefore was that India oughtio have free impcrt of. 
gold but where Mr. Sarma differed from the Government 
was  abcet ihe time of the removal of restrictions. 
In Indiazthere was at present internal premium on gold and it 
would be impossible to carry out the policy of currency com- 
mittee now. if they had free import of gold now there would. 
be enormous demand ou the part of the people for reverse 
council.
